Grant Crawford, service 
operations manager for computing 
and Network Services, says that 
picking a good password is one 
important thing students can do to 
protect themselves from such 
incidents. 

Although Crawford could not 
comment on the possibility of other 
accounts being compromised, 
Medwid says that he suspects

Crawford says, “I spend a 
significant part of every day 
dealing with people on the wrong 
side of [the CNS rules].” Most of 
those people are “naive, basically 
good folks who have done a dumb 
thing,” he says. “Occasionally, we 
get some people who are much 
more of a nuisance.” 

Crawford speculates on why 
people break into others’ accounts: 
“It’s fun, it’s a challenge.” But at 
the same time, “it’s a huge waste 
of resources,” he says. Crawford 
states that with 35,000 accounts, 
there are only between zero and 30 
complaints a day. 

Crawford says, “When there’s 
a problem, we suspend the account 
first, and ask questions later.” This 
policy is to protect the student, he 
explains. When the account is 
suspended, no more damage can 
be done under the student’s name. 

Computer crime is something 
that is taken very seriously. 
Crawford points out that students 
involved in piracy can be in for 
some real trouble. “Software 
companies send plane loads of 
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Big bathrobe sale at the FreakHut... get ‘em while they're hot. Goggles extra. This saucy 
model from Tripping Daisy shows off the latest trends. See page 13 for more deals. 


lawyers in,” he says. People have 
also sued other internet users for 
libel, and won. 

CNS tries to protect students. 
“We run one of the cracking 
programs,” Crawford says. If the 
program manages to crack 
someone’s account, a message is 
sent off to the owner. 

Crawford says that there are a 


few things students can do to help 
protect themselves against 
potential problems. “Don’t share 
your account,” Crawford advises, 
noting that a student’s account is 
for that student's use only. “Pick a 
good password,” he says. A good 
password is one that cannot be 
found in the dictionary. A 
combination of upper and lower

case letters, special characters, and 
numbers is your best bet. 

Crawford points out that if a 
free program sounds too good to 
be true, it probably is. That free 
program may be e-mailing your 
password to someone else’s 
account. Crawford merely says, 
“Beware of gift horses.”

ahead.” 

The SU president had been 
personally intervening with 
the auditor’s department, 
trying to discover whether they 
had any criteria as to how 
student audits were performed. 


“Clearly someone didn’t 
like me asking these questions. 
I hope students will steel their 
resolve to ask them even 
louder, because the answers 
may make students’ lives 
better.”

with the purpose of fostering 
scientific excellence in Canada. 
It began in the late 1980s, when 
the federal government 
sponsored a research 
competition. The entrants were 
expected to investigate topics 
that were _ strategically 
important to Canada. The 
competition’s main intention 
was to link research in 
universities, government, and 
industry. Doug Gill, technology 
transfer & communications 
manager of the Industry 
Liasons Office, says that the 
link between the three was 
prioritized because “if there are 
a number of researchers 
working in the same areas of 
research...the results will be 
more meaningful.” 

In Phase One, 15 research 
teams were selected from 
around two hundred and fifty 
applicants. Among those were 
studies in telecommunications, 
microelectronics, high 
performance concrete, and 
genetic diseases. All of those 
and four others had teams at 
the U of A. 

Four years later, at the end 
of Phase One, all the teams 
were required to reapply for 
funding, less of which was 
available. Ten teams were re-

ratio in a fitness center is one to 
one. The Fitness and Lifestyle 
Centre will sport cardiovascular 
and stretching areas as well as 
the body parts resistance 
training area, which is expected 
to equalize the ratio. The existing 


free weight area will be 
upgraded, and the _ old 
gymnastics room is being 


renovated to the requirements 
for the fitness centre. 

Funding for the new 
fitness centre is provided by 
the University of Alberta, the 
faculty of physical education 
and recreation as well as 
student groups and 
individuals. Funding from the 
Campus Recreation 
Enhancement Fund will allow 
undergraduate students free 
access in the 1995/96 academic 
year. Nixon said that 
renovations will cost about 
$100,000. The exercise 
equipment will cost another 
$200,000, she added, and 
renovations will include 100 
feet of mirrors and a second 
floor extending 14 feet from the 
gym wall to support the 
cardiovascular area. New 
facilities have been needed for 
years, said Barry, but “students 
getting involved in the project 
was the driving force behind

minimal charge. 

The most exciting aspect of 
the new Fitness and Lifestyle 
Centre is the price, said Hoover. 
“Any [undergraduate] student 
will be able to just walk in and 
work out,” he said. Staff and 
alumni will be able to purchase 
membership at a small fee. The 
centre will be available for use 
early in January; Nixon hopes 
the center to be up and running 
on the 15th.

University of Alberta students 
have been seeing a lot of Garett 
Poston lately. As one of his 
presidential duties, Garett’s been 
coming to classes to tell students 
about the funding shortage the 
university faces next year. 

In Economics 101 the other 
day, he outlined three options. 
First, raise tuition by 10 per cent. 
Second, cut back services to cover 
the shortfall. And third, do both— 
balance an increase in tuition with 
a decrease in university services. 


In the interest of recognizing teaching and to encourage teaching of the highest 
quality, the Faculty of Arts will present annually the following awards for 
undergraduate teaching:

Most students in my class raised 
their hands for the third option. 

It seemed democratic. 
Students were being asked to 
decide next year’s funding 
policies. Unfortunately, we really 
weren’t given much of a choice. 
There was no consultation on 
whether more cutbacks are 
necessary or justified—only the 
question of who should bear the 
burden of the cuts. 

Granted, Premier Klein was 
elected on a platform of reducing 
the deficit. However, the province 
ran a $110 million surplus this year. 
Klein is also considering reducing 
business taxes by $160 million. 
Given that the University only 
needs $14.5 million to maintain 
services this year, it’s difficult to 
justify further cutbacks by arguing 
that the province needs the money. 

Students and universities have 
already suffered enough because of 
the cutbacks. Professors face a 
higher workload and have 
experienced a drop in morale due 
to salary reductions and threats to 


tenure. The quality of teaching has 
been harmed by larger class sizes 
and the replacement of professors 
with sessional instructors. 
Student loans have become 
harder to get thanks to changes in 
the funding structure. Even 
students who get scholarships are 
facing financial pressure because 


tuition is so high. A Rutherford 
scholarship won’t even cover the 
first term of the first year. 

The increases in tuition have 
made post-secondary education 
less accessible. As a result, fewer 
students are applying to Alberta

universities. Many faculties have 
lowered their standards to attract 
students and a few have even 
resorted to advertising. 

Because of the provincial 
cutbacks, students are paying for 
more and getting less. The recent 
MacLean’s report on Canada’s 
universities was conclusive 
evidence of this. All three of the 
province’s major universities—the 
University of Alberta, the 
University of Calgary and the 
University of Lethbridge— 
declined in quality from last year 
in almost every category. 

If this erosion of 
secondary institutions continues, it 
will affect our society in the long 
run. Currently, Alberta has one of 
the best-educated work forces in 
North America. Nearly 50 per cent 
of the work force holds a post- 
secondary education certificate, 
diploma, or university degree. This 
high education rate is partially 
responsible for Alberta having the 
highest rate of productivity and the 
second lowest rate of 
unemployment in Canada. We also 
have the fastest growing economy 
of all the provinces. 

Undermining post-secondary 
education will destroy that 
“Alberta Advantage.” Without 
qualified, competent graduates, we 
can’t possibly hope to maintain out 
position of economic leadership. 
Alberta needs a strong base of 
academics, professionals, and 
entrepreneurs to build a healthy 
society. 

Cuts to post-secondary 
education should not continue. 
The province can easily afford to 
make up this year’s shortfall. 
Deficit reduction does not justify 
the demolition of Alberta's 
universities.

He just wanted to get on 
with it. 

Again showing their Canadian side, 
they determined their first encore song ina 
manner billed by Dillon as “Canadian 
diplomacy,” by asking members of the 
crowd. 

The choice was the dark, haunting and 
completely cynical “Three Angels” off of the 
first album. 

All night long, the Headstones 
maintained the pace of the concert by 
moving from one song right into another. 
While that kept the adrenaline flowing, it 
made for a short concert. 

The worst part of the concert (and this 
wasn’t even that bad) was the fact that the 
songs sounded extremely similar the whole 
night. That was kind of expected after 
listening to both CDs, but still, you expect a 
band to experiment a little when they’re on 
stage.

er speaking voice is lovely. 
Over the telephone Holly Cole 
is friendly and talkative, 
‘ounding well-rested and prepared to tour 
actoss the frozen wasteland of Canada to 
heat up a few venues. 

For all | know she could be wearing 
‘weats and a baseball cap, looking more like 
disaster victim thana sultry jazz chanteuse. 

But that voice. That voice. It has helped 

*t become one of the most popular 
“ntemporary musicians in Canada and 
ee 


throughout the world, reworking old 
standards and show tunes into something 
unique and dazzling. There is something 
classic about her delivery, combining cool 
ease with playful demeanour, eso 
showcased in the 
releases Girl Talk, 
Blame It On My 
Youth, and Don't 
Smoke In Bed. 

Her most recent 
release, Temptation, is the 
first time Cole and her partners 
Aaron David (piano) and David Piltch (bass) 
have devoted an entire album to the work 
of one composer. 

But why Tom Waits? 

“Tt was a difficult decision to make,” she 


begins. “When I first thought of the idea, I 
sat among a pile of Tom Waits’ CDs for about 
two months and listened to them all. I had 
some misgivings about doing it. With 


someone like him, his 
character is so all over 
his material, 


they’re so deep 

inside his little 

world, that. I 

really wondered 

what they would be like 

taken out of that context. Would 

they be something I could relate to? Would 

they even be something that I wanted to 
relate to?” 

With trepedation the Holly Cole Trio 

plunged headlong into the world of Tom 


Waits and came out with Tempation, a 
stunning tribute to the skill and depth of one 
of America’s most talented songwriters. 
Nothing on the album would make you 
think of Waits, though; unless you knew his 
material quite well, you would think Cole 
had unearthed a bunch of wonderful 
standards thought lost to the mists of time. 
Each piece, from “Jersey Girl” to “Train 
Song,” carries the distinctive sound of the 
trio, as if the group had dug through the web 
of Waits’ den, found the heart of each song, 
and put them in a new, beautiful body. 
“Tam in no way the female Tom Waits,” 
Cole says. “First of all, he’s a guy. He’s a 
different age, from a different country, and 
has a very different voice than I do. But at

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the same time, there were things that were 
similar enough that I could work with it. His 
music, like mine I think, defies categories 
because it’s a hybrid of styles. It also lends 
itself to an acoustic treatment. The thing I 
like to say about him is that I believe he’s a 
poet trapped in a musician’s body, because 
he writes such beautiful stories about really 
interesting characters; he’s a champion of the 
underdog. They’re never pathetic and have 
a lot of integrity.” 

Her understanding of Waits’ material 
helped her get over any nerves she may have 
felt recording the album. To Cole it was an 
experiment to record an entire album 
devoted to a particular artist, and it also gave 
the trio an oportunity to perform songs— 
“Train Song,” “Frank’s Theme,”and 
“Temptation” —from her favourite Waits’ 
album, Frank’s Wild Years. The latter song, 
along with “I Don’t Want to Grow Up” 
(originally on Waits’ Bone Machine), is a clear 
indication of just how different Cole’s 
versions are from the original. The first

song’s goofy nature and the second’s 
nightmarish ranting are transformed by the 
Trio into calming studies of character; “I 
Don’t Want to Grow Up” becomes a lullaby 
for a disappearing youth—tranquil and 
heartbreaking.This doesn’t mean Cole 
resisted the urge to camp up a few songs 
during the recording. 

“Some people fought for this one song 
to be included on the album, but in the end 
I decided to leave it off. We did a version of 
“A Christmas Card from a Hooker in 
Minneapolis.” I absolutely love the song. It’s 
very much like doing a monologue, so I’m 
really trying to get into the headspace. So 
we're doing it and doing it, and we were on 
the fifth take when I sang...um...” 

She pauses. I crumple in my seat. The 
interview has turned from me listening to 
her talk to her singing. 

Singing. On the phone. For me.

We ended up coming back to it 
another day and doing a pretty good take 
Ofait 

She continues. “You know what? With a 
whole bunch of these songs, ‘Jersey Girl’ being 
a good example, I found it in a way more 
interesting to have a woman singing than a 
man. With a song like “Christmas Card” I 
found it less interesting because he was 
singing from a woman's perspective—he was 
the hooker—and I love the fact he twists 
genders. With a song like “Jersey Girl” the 
sexual orientation is ambiguous. You don’t 
know whether I’m singing as awoman in love 
with another woman, or as a woman 
infatuated with a man.
